BE it enatted by she Senate and Houfe 
af Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress afem: led, That 
whenfoever any treafon, felony, mifpri 
Gon of treafon, or of felcny. mifdemean- 
or, breach. of the peace, or of the ceve- 
nue Jews cf the United Srates, thall 
hereafter be committed within the jurif- 
diAion of-the United Stares, and the 
. eafe thall be cognigable by, or under their 
authority, if the perfon committing the 
fame; fhall be on board of any foreign 
armed yefiel, in any port or harbor of 
the. United States, or in the waters.with 
in their jurifdidtion,, it fhall be the duty 
of any judge oF juftice of any court of 
the United States upon fatiefactory prooi 
thereof ta him made, to iffue his warrant 
fpecifying the nature of the offence, and 
direéted ro the marfhal, commanding 
him to take the body. of the offender,ana 
bring him before the taid judge or juf- 
tice, to hedealt with according to law.

Antigua taten—A letter received in 
town lait evening from St. Thomas date 
ed June toth, Rates that the -combined 
fleets then confifted: of thirty-twe fail,

tured Antigua. It adds, that the-harbor 
of St. Thomas was crøuded with veffels 
of every defcription from Antigna, wait- 
ing till the (torm had fubfided. 

Capt. Haylander, from Martinique, in- 
forms that the whole of the cembined 
fcet failed from Martinique on the 6th 
ult except two ŝo gun fhips and a fri- 
gate juft arrived from France. On the 
13th Capt. H. paffed Antigua, and faw 
a large fleet, in the dufk of the evening 
off the harbor of St. John’s ftanding 
off and apparently making obfervations 
which he believes was the French feet, 
as the number correfponded, and they 
all appeared to be Jarge fhips. The pro- 
oability was, that they had only arrived 
there that day, aftey having taken in at 
Guadaloupe fuch particulars as they had 
occafion for. The general opinion at 
Martinique was, that the taking of Anti- 
gua would be their firft obje&t.. Previ- 
ous to their leaving Martinique three 74’s 
was fent againft, Namen Rock, garri- 
foned by 117 Britifh troops, who made 
little refiftance and capitulated after a 
fiege of four days—the garrifon were fent 
to Barbadoesin a cartel, 

The French frigate which arrived laft 
from France brought difpatches in 27 
days-from L'Orient but nothing of their 
contents had tranfpired. It was the re- 
port of the day, that the two French com- 
manders of the army and navy did not 


‘perfeCly agree, which was. a principal 


caufe for their long ftay at Martinique 
It was alfo reported, that Bonaparte, to 
deceive lord Nelfon, had a number of 
letters writen by the relations of the of- 
ficers of the Toulon’fleet, withing them 
fuccefs intheit expeditionagaiaft Egypt; 
which letters had been put on_ board of 
fait- {ailing luggers which were to throw 
themfelves inthe.way of Nelfon’s cruifers, 
aud which were fuppofed to have the 
defired efec, as no accouat had reathed 
Matitnique on the rithof. an Englifh 
fleet arriving in there feas.

To the Publi,  - 
ASSERTIONS, however falfé and 
abfurd, and pttered too by men the moft

friends with pity. Such conduc can only 
proceed either from 60 inate propenfity to 
villainy, or a confeioufnefs of being in’ 
fo deiperate a ftate of degradation that 
no aét of bafenefs can acd further to his 
infamy. ‘In the publication above allud- 
ed to it is ftated by this young defpera- 
do, ** That my fatherjoined the enemies 
of his country in the late revolutionary 
war for the purpofe of pilfering and rob- 
bing.”
